O f course, any mfortnal 
executive views ought not to be substi­ 
tuted for our own discretion and respon­ 
sibility. 
Mr. Giles said, he knew it hud 
been suggested, and perhaps fion» *ci \ 
high authority, thut nothing was nects- 
sary to induce Gieat-Britam to recede 
from her aggressions, but to convii-c, 
her, that insteae of opposing to t iem in- 
«Hkient commercial restrictions, they 
wovdd be resisted with physical force ; 
and that raising ten thousand men would 
produce this conviction, wiihout incur­ 
ring further expense. This suggestion 
furnished so ne of his strongest objec­ 
tions to limiting the force to be raised, to 
ten thousand men. So far f 1-071 produc­ 
ing that a nviction on the Britisn cabinet, 
he was convinced it would produce pre­ 
cisely the opposite elTect. 
T he British 
cabinet would look at the means provid­ 
ed for effecting the object, as the best 
evidence of the object itself. 
And as 
tncse means would bo viewed as utterly 
inaducjuate to the purpo -es of war, the 
cabinet would necessunly conclude, thu' 
we were not in earnest t that we were 
not indeed ; that we wi re joking, even 
upon the most serious subject : that 
war wa> not intended, and would not be 
resorted to under uny ciicumslani.es 
ThtB impression, the necessary result of 
our former measures, has become so 
general, both at home and ubioad, liiut 
wii have much to do to retrieve our lost 
rcputut’On : wc do not stand upon ori- 
ginul ground.— O ur meusures must b« 
ol a very different character from whut 
they iuivo been, to produce the desired 
conviction either at home orabioad.-— 
Having changed our principle ofacliou 
Ironi cuuuneiciul restrictions to physi­ 
cal lorce, limning that lorce to teu.tliuu- 
sund .liven, would be, in his judgment, 
as much trifling with the energies of the 
nation, as iuefticicnt commerciul restric­ 
tions had hetetoloie been trifling with 
the character and interests of the nation, 
anu he feared was dictated by the same 
unfortunate imbecile spirit and policy. 
Mi\ Giles said, tu.it whils^upon this puit 
of the subject, he begged to be excused 
lo|’ reading a few paragraphs lrom a 
n \YSr0xpvV, Which ne acc^uenudly pick- 
c 4 uj^, last evening, conuinit.g tlic an- 
n uiciaAion. of the President's message 
at Quebcc ; the very point to which the 
proposed for,ce might probably be di­ 
rected- It fully demonstrates the impres­ 
sions existing there, and which ha\e 
been produced by our former measures.

So far from her po­ 
pulation being diminished at home, it 
appeared to be greatly increased by the 
Lst census, notwithstanding all the dis­ 
tresses and starvations wo have heard of,

Count the number of French and 
English prisoners, und you will find that 
(¿reat-Britain has thti advantage of per­ 
haps ten to one. Her fleet is unrivalled 
— of course, left more free to act, than 
at any time during the revolutionary 
war. 
He therefore concluded, that we 
should have to contend now, with tne 
s.„'uc Grtat-Biitain we did then, with 
renovated powers and resources. 
Yet 
to this power, it is proposed to oppose 
only 10,000 additional troops. 
Mr. G. 
said, it was uncertain how long Great- 
Britain might keep her army upon the 
peninsula; but whenever it shall be with­ 
drawn, either by choice or necessity,she 
will have a very formidable disposable 
force, in numbers, skill and bravery ; 
and whether she withdraws that army or 
not, you will find that she will command 
a respectable force for the piotection 
of Canada, if you w a i t for the breaking 
up of the ice which now envelops all 
the avenues of that country. 
Time 
therefore is ali-important, and not a mo­ 
ment for preparation ought to be lost.

ci on the hope, thatGreat-Biitain would 
recede without an effort èn our part. 
It 
is ^fallacious hope. 
The hope itsell 
will ffways defeat its own objects, by a- 
voidity^the means necessary to ensure 
its owrt success. 
He ¿Uid,VeTiad en­ 
joyed a ^ng course of prosperity ; but 
w e oughitjot to calculate upon a perpe­ 
tual exemption from the common cala­ 
mities of nations. W hen days of adver­ 
sity shall arttye, we should meet them 
with becoming fortitude and energy— 
He deprecateci that spirit which appear­ 
ed to be longing^nd whining after pros­ 
perity that is parsed, as if it feared to 
look adversity in Vie face. 
Mr. Presi­ 
dent, when adversity cotnes, you must 
look her in the face v yes, sir, you must 
stare her out of countenance ; you must 
meet her with courage, and with means 
sufficient to subdue her Mr. President, 
it dfter wc have been solemnly called 
t gether, to receive communications ol 
great and weighty matters,and alter our 
meeting have been told, th^t our inde­ 
pendence is at hazard ; that tberc i«t ac­ 
tual wa**, both in character afcid effect, 
upon our lawful commerce, Nproughi 
home to the threshold of our tctritoiy ; 
that rights are trampled upon, whjch no 
independent nation can relinquish £cc. 
&c. when, in short,our wrongs are pwnt 
cd in such glowing terms, as to huve\ct 
tho whole nation on fire : il after all tl 
wc should taper down to providin 
10,000 men to subdue such a crisis 
would it not be a wonderful discovery in 
the art of sinking ?

Mr. Giles said, in making the calcu­ 
lations of the degree of forcc required, 
the committee was precluded from tak­ 
ing into the estimate any auxiliary force 
to be derived from the militia ; bccause 
an impression appeared to be almost u- 
nivel-sally entertained, that congress 
could not constitutionally command the 
services of the militia beyond the limits 
of the United States ; of course the re­ 
gular force must be proportionably aug­ 
mented. He said, although he believed 
he stood single and alone, he protested 
against this doctrine. 
He did not pro­ 
pose now to examine this question ; be­ 
cause it would be useless, 
ile would, 
however, read the clause of the consti­ 
tution, which gave to congress the pow­ 
er of calling forth the militia, and make 
one or two remarks 011 it :—Congress 
shall have power “ to provide for calling 
forth the militia, to execute the laws q f 
the Union, to suppress insurrections, 
and repel invasions.” 
The first object 
lor which thè militia may be called forth, 
is to execute the laws of the union. 
A 
law declaring war, is a law of the union ; 
and if the war is to be Carried ©n beyond 
the limits of the United States, it is still 
a law to be executed, nlthough beyond 
the limits of the United States ; and he 
could see no reason why the militia could 
not be called f m h to execute it. Indeed 
it is one of those laws, to the execution 
of which force is indispensably and pro­ 
perly applicable ; and if the laws can 
have a legitimate influence beyond the 
limits ol the United States, the power crf 
congress over the militia must be co-cx- 
tensive with the laws which are thus re­ 
quired to be executed.

been felt by society. 
It had produced 
no sensible efliect upon the common in- 
tercoutic amongst men in their pecu­ 
niary affairs.

The reason why a debt ot 
eighty millions of dollars is not fell in 
the United Stau:s, is, that the amount is 
so entirely within their ..biiity. 
Now, 
sir, is it not influKcly better to restore 
the debt to its former amount or more, 
when we know from experience how 
little influeiiv'e it has on so iciy, and that 
influence will necessarily be diminished 
m proportion to our incrc.i&c in wciUth 
and population, than to surrender the 
smallest tttu'ibuie of the naúonal suve- 
m gniy ’ 


Mr. G. said, before he concluded, he 
begged permission to observe, ihai par- 
ticuUr individuals suppu:>cd they had 
an interest in imputing to him a wibh to 
involve this nation in a war with Greai- 
Usiiain, and h»daccordi;igly reproached 
hiiu with the ^ o st unworthy epithets. 
He said, no gentleman present

for peace, or depreciated a war with 
Clreai-L’rttain more^Uian himself.

\ioD of pcacc, he were callcd on to dc- 
CuijO merely ftftel'em ice to that object, 
whether we should now raise thirty 
thousand tiicn 
Imwurite number) 
or ten thousand, or no men at all, he 
would certainly prefer the thirty thous­ 
and. 


If you had 30,COD men on the con­ 
fines of Canada, Great-Britain would 
Ihtn believe you were in earnest. 
She 
would know that after that forcc was 
raised, it must be applied to its objects, 
and she would of course begin to calcu­ 
late its consequences. 
If she found 
that the inconvenienries of opposing 
such a forcc, would not bc compensat­ 
ed for by her hostile aggressions, she 
would probably abandon them. 
If she 
thought that by the chances of war, an 
obedient and friendly colony might be 
converted Into an enemy’s country, It 
would afford a great inducement to her 
to avoid the svar. If she found a hostile 
population approaching Halifax, 
the 
inducement would bc increased, for 
that is the point nbai est her heart ; and 
•he would risk much in its protection. 
It is important to her, as a protection to 
her W est-Indics, See. Besides, the >var 
would deprive her of her best commer­ 
cial tu si^ \e r, kc. &c. 
These and sim­ 
ilar considerations might induce her to 
prefer peace 
W ithout presenting a 
competent military force, perfectly pre­ 
pared and placed in a situation for ac­ 
tion, none of these inducements for the 
preservation of pcacc will bc present­ 
ed to the British cabinet. 
But if, dis­ 
regarding these considerations, 
she 
slujuld prefer war, no gentleman can 
seriously conclude that even 30,000 ad­ 
ditional troops Can be too many for the 
purposes of war.

Mr. C^hcvcs said the expence of our 
navy, for 18 years, since its esUibUsh- 
menl, had cost between 27 and ^8 mil­ 
lions. 
Fortifications were far more 
costly, and far less eflicacious means ol 
defence than a navy.—.Three millions 
ut least would bc necessary io this way 
for the deience of Ncw-York. 
W ith a 
navy, the whole Atlantic coast could bo 
dciended with less expence than New. 
York alone by fortifications. 
The a* 
mount of appiMpriations for the army, 
already established by law, including 
the land bouniie% and contingent ex- 
pcnces foi one year, wi^ now, at least, 
(h in y miiliofti 
doUara. 
The cost of 
building, and m,auiaining for a year, 
twelve ships of the line and tWenvy 
frigates, would amount to 7,360,000 
dollars for budding, and 4,80a,000 dol­ 
lars for supporting them a year. 
The

74’s, wid/orfy friguie*, and manning 
and mainuiiang them a year, would be

Mr. Gallatin complains 
of tho severe reatriciiont imposed upon 
our commerce by Francc, which with a 
state of war will render our revenue 
arising from duties very limited. 
It is 
recommended to impose an additional 
duty of 100 per ccnt. on all imported ar­ 
ticles ; lo revive the duty on salt at the 
rate of 20 cents per bushel, which will 
produce a revenue of nearly g 5UO,0Q0 ; 
a stamp act ou paper is recommended, 
as being productive of but little diffi­
